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12.  As  you’ve  read  poetry  in  this  module  and  in  previous  modules,  you’ve  learned  a number  of 
strategies  to  help  you  understand  and  interpret  poems.  Suppose  that  someone  asked  you  for 
some  tips  on  understanding  poetry.  What  advice  would  you  give  that  person?  Explain  five 
strategies  that  you  use  to  help  you  understand  poetry.  (You  might  think  about  the  strategies 
you  used  to  interpret  “Psyche  with  a Candle.”)

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13.  In  the  foUowing  poem  by  A.  E.  Housman,  called  “Eight  O’ Clock,”  the  poet  has  paid  great 
attention  to  the  sound  of  the  words.  (Eight  a.m.  was  the  traditional  hour  in  England  for 
putting  condemned  men  to  death.)  Read  the  poem  aloud  so  that  you  can  hear  it;  then 
respond  to  the  question  that  comes  after  it. 


Eight  O’clock 

He  stood,  and  heard  the  steeple 
Sprinkle  the  quarters  on  the  morning  town. 

One,  two,  three,  four,  to  market-place  and  people 
It  tossed  them  down. 

Strapped,  noosed,  nighing  his  hour. 

He  stood  and  counted  them  and  cursed  his  luck; 
And  then  the  clock  collected  in  the  tower 
Its  strength,  and  struck. 
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a.  Identify  at  least  three  different  sound  devices  that  Housman  uses  in  “Eight  O’Clock” 
and  give  examples  from  the  poem. 


b.  The  sound  of  a poem  should  complement  its  theme  and  tone.  How  has  Housman  used 
sound  devices  effectively  to  support  his  theme  and  tone? 
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14.  Suppose  that  you  were  asked  to  do  a short  oral  presentation  to  an  English  Language 


Arts  20-1  class  on  either  Housman’s  “Eight  O’ Clock”  or  MacLeish’s  “Psyche  with  the 
Candle.”  Prepare  a short  talk  about  the  poem  along  with  an  oral  reading  of  the  poem  itself. 
After  you’ve  rehearsed  your  presentation,  record  your  reading  and  discussion  of  the  poem. 
Label  your  recording  with  your  name,  course,  and  assignment  and  submit  it  for  assessment. 

Here  are  some  suggestions  to  help  you  with  this  assignment: 

• Introduce  the  poem  by  establishing  a context  for  it.  (You  could  provide  some  background 
information,  mention  the  topic,  ask  a question  to  create  interest  or  curiosity,  or  link  the 
poem  with  something  else  that  students  might  be  familiar  with.)  Be  sure  that  you  mention 
the  title  of  the  poem  and  its  author. 

• Read  the  poem  orally.  Consider  the  tone  that  you  want  to  convey,  decide  what  words 
should  be  emphasized,  pronounce  words  correctly,  and  pause  appropriately  as  indicated  by 
punctuation  marks.  And  be  sure  to  select  an  appropriate  pace  for  your  reading. 

• After  your  reading,  discuss  the  poem’s  ideas  and  feelings  and  the  poet’s  language.  Point  out 
poetic  techniques  that  the  poet  has  used. 

• Conclude  with  your  personal  response  to  the  poem

The  title  of  this  module  is  No  One  Is  an  Island,  and  most  of  the  literature  that  you’ve  read  in 
the  module  has  addressed  the  theme  of  human  relationships. 


Choose  two  pieces  of  literature  from  the  module  that  you  have  enjoyed  and  that  have 
something  important  to  say  about  human  relationships.  Write  a short  critical  essay  explaining 
the  insights  these  literary  texts  provide  into  human  relationships.  Because  you’ll  be 
discussing  two  works,  try  to  find  selections  that  allow  you  to  draw  comparisons  between  their 
themes. 


Remember,  you’ll  have  to  come  up  with  a thesis  that  controls  your  essay  and  give  it  unity,  so 
you  should  carefully  reread  the  literature  you’ll  be  discussing.  It  would  be  a good  idea,  as 
well,  to  review  what  you  learned  about  critical  essays  in  Section  3 of  Module  2. 

In  your  essay,  you  should 

• begin  by  introducing  the  topic  and  literature  that  you’ll  discuss 

• include  a thesis  statement  that  expresses  your  central  idea 

• discuss  each  piece  of  literature  and  its  insights  into  human  relationships 

• refer  to  specific  events  and  characters  in  the  literature  and  include  short  quotations  to 
support  your  ideas 


• end  with  a conclusion  that  summarizes  what  you’ve  learned  about  human  relationships 
from  the  study  of  these  three  pieces  of  literature
